Summary of reasons for decision: 

The Blu-ray disc contains a 'Theatrical Version' and an 'Unrated Version' of a feature originally 
examined by the Classification Office as a film (OFLC No. 1300037.000, registered 24 January 
2013). The film was classified R16, with the descriptive note 'Contains dmg use, sex scenes and 
offensive language'. 

The theatrical version of the feature is identical to the previously examined film. The unrated 
version is approximately three minutes longer. The difference in running time between the two 
versions is attributed to extended and alternate scenes in the unrated version. These additional 
aspects do not alter the overall plot of the original feature. The Blu-ray disc also includes 
extensive behind the scenes footage, gag reels, music clips, deleted scenes, audio commentary, 
and a radio interview with writer/director Judd Apatow. The additional material in the 'Unrated 
Version' of the feature and the lengthy behind the scenes components do not require a change to 
the classification or descriptive note given to the previously examined film.
